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BUILDING CODE 
PASSAGE SPEEDS 
PLANS FOR NEW 
MOTOR HOTEL 


Announcement of $2,- 
500,000 Project Is 
Made After Alder- 
men Pass Measure, 
27 to 1. 


Passage of the new building 
code will speed up completion 
of plans for a new $2,500,000 mo- 
tor hotel at Fourth street and 
Washington avenue, Norman K. 
Probstein, president of the de- 
veloping company, said today. 

The Board of Aldermen passed 
the code yesterday by a 27-1 vote 
without two amendments which 
were regarded by supporters of 
the code as designed to cripple 
it. The only dissenting vote was 
cast by Alderman Alfred I. 
Harris (Dem.), Twenty-second 
ward. 

Probstein and architects for 
the planned motor hotel were in 
the gallery when the bill was 
approved. 

“Now that we know what 
code we will be operating under, 
I told the architects to go ahead 
forthwith,” Probstein said. 
“Also, we are drawing up speci- 
fications and expect to take bids 
in two or three weeks on demo- 
lition.”’ 

12-Story Structure. 

The planned 12-story motor 
hotel, to be named the Bel Air 
East, will be built on a block 
now occupied by the vacant 
Shapleigh Brothers Hardware 
Building. Probstein is general 
manager of the Bel Air West 
Motor Hotel, 4630 Lindell boule- 


vard. 

Others who had supported the 
code were jubilant and predict- 
ed that the beginning of a surge 
in construction will be seen in 
six months. 

Arthur E. Wright Jr., execu- 
tive director of Downtown St. 
Louis, Inc., said plans for a 
number of large-scale building 
projects will be announced in 
coming months.. Razing of exist- 
ing buildings to make way for 
other announced projects also 
will begin on a larger scale, he 
said. 

“It may be a year before any 
earth is turned,” Wright said, 
“but from now on, everybody 
who has been holding up plans 
to see which code would be in 
effect can go back to work and 
go full blast.” 

New Designs. 

Neal J, Campbell, chairman of 
the citizens committee which 
prepared the code over a five- 
year period, said the effect of 
the aldermanic action will be 
seen in five months in the de- 
sign of planned new buildings. 

“Architects will create new 
designs using modern metal 
panel fronts now that such 
buildings can be built economi- 
cally, without concrete block or 
brick behind the panels,” he 
said. 

Ten amendments to the code 
were passed by the board yes- 


terday, eight of them sponsored | 
by the city administration. The | 


so-called crippling amendments 
sponsored by the Bricklayers 
Union and the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers were not introduced. 

The bricklayers’ proposal 
would have required that four- 
hour fire-resistant material be 
used in some multi-story build- 
ings in place of two-hour fire 
resistance required by the code 
as written, and the electrical 
workers’ amendment would have 
required use of rigid metallic 
conduits instead of flexible, non- 
metallic conduits.

Davis stopped an automobile in 
which Thompson was: riding 
about four miles north of Poplar 
Bluff yesterday. 

Davis was wounded and Ray- 
mond S. Glover, a 45-year-old 
sawmill laborer who had given 
Thompson a ride out of the 
search zone, was killed.

Soviet Foreign Minister

WASHINGTON, March 18 (AP) 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
met with Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko today to dis¢uss 
the crisis in Laos and other is- 
sues involved in efforts of the 
Kennedy Administration to im- 
prove United States-Russian re- 
lations. 

Rusk was expected to make a 
new effort to get the Soviet gov- 
ernment to halt its airlift of mili- 
tary supplies to pro-Communist 
‘Laotian rebels. United States 
officials were not optimistic since 
previous appeals to Soviet lead- 
ers, including Premier Khrush- 
chev, have failed.

The Farm Message 


President Kennedy’s answer to the farm 
problem is an admission that there is no 
single answer. Instead of providing a panacea 
he has left the solution largely up to the 
farmers. He has advocated a commodity-by- 
commodity rather than an over-all approach. 
Whether it will work probably cannot be 
determined until it is tried, but the tenor of 
the President’s message to Congress does not 
suggest the likelihood of the tough federal 
production controls that many experts have 
thought necessary to end the accumulation 
of costly surpluses. 


Mr. Kennedy has placed greater emphasis 
on increasing consumption than on reduc- 
ing production. The extent to which con- 
sumption can be increased is limited, al- 
though no one would argue with the theory 
that the great productive power of American 
agriculture should be used for the benefit 
of the nation and the world. But exports are 
limited by fears of disrupting international 
markets through “dumping.” And unless 
new uses are found for agricultural products 
the domestic market cannot absorb full agri- 
cultural production. 


Mr. Kennedy expressed the general con- 
cern “‘that our farm program is drifting into 
a chaotic state, piling up surpluses, penalizing 
efficiency, rewarding inertia and noncompli- 
ance, and constantly being torn and weakened 
by. disputes and conflicting pressures.” Ex- 
cept for the fact that the President might 
have said the program has long since drifted 
into chaos, this is hardly subject to dispute. 
Nor will many be disposed to quarrel with 
the reasons Mr. Kennedy adduces for condi- 
tions as they exist today. 


But despite 5000 words and numerous pro- 
posals for legislative executive action the 
message contains a defeatist note. Mr. Ken- 
nedy said the nation cannot expect to solve 
the farm problem “in a day or a year, or 
perhaps even in this administration,” which 
may be true enough but which still does not 
offer taxpayers much hope of relief from the 
burden of carrying a multi-billion-dollar com- 
modity surplus. 


The President seems to have conceded that 
the controls needed to shut off the surplus 
quickly will be extremely difficult to attain. 
He suggests that the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act of 1938 should be amended to permit 
supply adjustment through marketing quotas. 
But he qualifies this by saying that this 
should apply where “quotas might be most 
effective in achieving our goals, and subject 
to affirmative approval by producers and 
acceptance of the Congress.” He suggests 
that quotas should be authorized either in 
quantitative terms (which would discourage 
farmers from trying to produce too much 
on a given acreage) or in terms of acreage 
allotments (the ineffective system now in 
use). He emphasizes “proper safeguards,” 
which is no more than prudent. 


In view of the fact that the major farm 
organizations have been unable to agree on a 
program, this may be the strongest set of 
proposals that is politically practical. But 
consumers and taxpayers have a growing 
interest in farm problems and the least that 
the Administration can do is to see that when 
farmers participate in working out their own 
programs, as proposed in the message, repre- 
sentatives of these groups have a chance to 
be heard. Everyone wants to raise farm 
income, but not at too great a cost to the 
consumer or taxpayer. 


Atlanta and Miami West 


The last gap in major airline service with- 
in the United States has been closed by the 
Civil Aeronautics Board award of coast-to- 
coast southern routes to National Airlines 
and Delta Air Lines. 


The CAB, which instituted proceedings in 
1958, has provided what should be an end 
to a 10-year-old controversy in which eight 
major airlines have participated. Air travel 
within the southern tier of states from 
Georgia and Florida to California now should 
be much more convenient and speedier. 
There will be better service for San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, Miami and Atlanta, and for these 
intermediate cities: New Orleans, Dallas, Fort 
Worth, Houston, El Paso, San Antonio, Phoe- 
nix, Tucson, Las Vegas, and San Diego. 
Major benefit will be for passengers between 
Atlanta or Miami and the West Coast. 


In the past the CAB had a policy of not 
awarding outright transcontinental routes to 
single carriers in the southern states. Inter- 
change agreements between carriers were 
unsatisfactory at best. Now there will be no 
need to take circuitous routes, change planes 
or make frequent stops. There is solace for 
some of the lines which lost out. American, 
Eastern and Continental, in separate rulings, 
received various regional routes which should 
increase their revenues. 


The southern states now have commercial 
air service commensurate with their needs 
and the several carriers concerned have been 
strengthened. 


Planes Hunting for Tornadoes 


If as much can be learned about the how 
and why of tornadoes as has been learned 
about hurricanes, the new National Severe 
Storms Project, in which Missouri is a key 
sector, will be a useful venture. The scale 
on which the Weather Bureau and other as- 
sisting federal agencies have begun opera- 
tions indicates an intensive effort is to be 
made from the headquarters at Oklahoma 
City. 

The exact cause of the tornadoes which rip 
through the southern and Central Plains 
states is a mystery. Whereas the much slow- 
er hurricanes take days to whirl their way 
from the Caribbean up the Atlantic coast, 
tornadoes spawn and strike in minutes or 
hours at most. It is known that tornadoes 
begin when warm, moist air masses from the 
Gulf of Mexico collide with cool, dry masses. 
But the action producing a twister is so sud- 
den and the area of violence so localized that 
it has been impossible for experts to be near 
enough to obtain anything like the data col- 
lected by planes checking on hurricanes. 

The project’s fleet of special planes is 
equipped with ultra modern apparatus that 
should make it possible to record all weather 
data and to work in conjunction with a net- 
work of ground stations. Some plane may 
soon dog a twister at its worst. The men who 
fly in these planes deserve a salute. Even a

line squall is dangerous. Circling the vicinity 
of a tornado will be far more so. 

If the project can acquire sufficient knowl- 
edge about the conditions that breed and 
guide violent wind storms, more accurate 
forecasting should result with ensuing greater 
safety in the South and Midwest. 


Better Than a Miracle 


The British Commonwealth is more united 
—and stronger—now that Prime Minister 
Verwoerd, irritated by the condemnation of 
segregation, has renounced South Africa's 
membership. It may be less a miracle, but 
it is more a political reality. 

This loose association of Great Britain and 
former British possessions recently was de- 
scribed by London’s Sunday Telegraph as ‘a 
kind of miracle, in the aura of which to talk 
about drawing up rules and ordering expul- 
sions ought to seem frivolous, even profane.” 
The paper went on to say that membership 
“rights conferred by the muse of history are 
not extinguishable even by a _ two-thirds 
majority.”’ 

The muse of history, happily, disappointed 
the writer. When the Commonwealth prime 
ministers, except Verwoerd, insisted on con- 
demning apartheid even though they did not 
expel South Africa, he announced that his 
government would quit the association. Per- 
haps he saw the handwriting on the wall. His 
racist policy had been almost as angrily de- 
nounced at last May’s meeting of the prime 
ministers. And the latest condemnation in 
London was followed by a 74to-O rebuke by 
the United Nations Assembly of South Afri- 
ca’s effort to extend its segregationist rule 
over South West Africa. For those unwilling 
to bow to unanimous censure, there hardly is 
a course open other than that of moral isolation. 


As for the Commonwealth, diverse as it 
may be—some of its members are white, oth- 
ers are black, and still others are brown; 
some acknowledge the sovereignty of Eliza- 
beth If and others are republics; some are 
members of the Western alliance and others 
are neutralist; some are old and wise and 
others are new and inexperienced—it has 
shown that it does have a common standard 
of multi-racial humanity. It is much more 
than a nondescript catch-all. 


Having asserted his defiance, the South 
African however lost little time before saying 
that withdrawal would not affect South Afri- 
ca’s benefits under the Commonwealth pref- 
erential trade agreement, and that member- 
ship in the sterling bloc was not contingent 
on membership in the Commonwealth. Mac- 
millan, who himself denounced apartheid 
while in Africa, responded as perhaps a dip- 
lomat must, saying that Britain “intends to co- 
operate fully in matters of common interest.” 

No doubt this was dictated by strategic con- 
siderations. It was wise, too, in view of the 
considerable opposition in South Africa to 
Verwoerd’s government. It is not beyond 
possibility that someday the South African 
government and the South African policy 
may be changed. Meanwhile, South Africa 
is wrong, the Commonwealth is right, and 
the world is cleaner for the stand the prime 
ministers took in London. 


Laws That Need Revising 


The Administration and Congress should 
move during the present session to clarify 
and bring up to date what the Senate Sub- 
committee on National Policy Machinery calls 
the “disjointed, overlapping and ambiguous” 
conflict-of-interest laws. These are properly 
intended to prevent a Government employe 
from profiting by his Government connec- 
tion; yet they have often had the effect of 
preventing the Government from obtaining 
the services of capable men. 


Under the present laws defense officials 
have been forced to divest themselves of mil- 
lions of dollars worth of securities, lawyers 
have had to abandon ties with their firms 
and retired military men have had to forego 
jobs in which their expert knowledge would 
be valuable. It is unfair to exact a penalty 
for federal service; on the other hand, it is 
not sound policy to jeopardize the public 
interest. Devising equitable and practical 
standards is difficult. 

President Kennedy is expected to send a 
message to Congress on the subject soon, but 
it is not known whether he will recommend 
specific legislation. This is a peacetime prob- 
lem, since in war it is automatically subordi- 
nate to the safety of the nation. But the Gov- 
ernment at all times should be able to enlist 
the services of the best men available, with- 
out calling on them for financial sacrifices 
not exacted of others. 


When Titans Are Obsolete 


Military weapons have to be disposed of 
when they become obsolete. The swords-into- 
plowshares method worked well for many 
years, and small countries sometimes bought 
not only rifles and cannon but out-of-style 
battleships and rusty tanks. Now the vexing 
question of what to do with giant ballistic 
missiles when they become obsolete is being 
bandied about. 


A few liquid-fueled monsters stand 12 sto- 
ries high on launching pads. Their 100-ton 
big brothers are to go in underground “‘silos”’ 
50 feet in diameter. Before all these Atlases 
and Titans are nested, the second generation 
missiles are scheduled to be in production. 
Using solid fuel, smaller and far less compli- 
cated, they will go on railroad cars and in 
smaller silos. 

When the Atlas and Titan are pronounced 
obsolete, where will they go? Some missile 
makers have said they could be shot up with 
a nose cone full of fluorescent powder to be 
ejected in the shape of advertising slogans. 
The message of these spacial billboards would 
glint in the stratosphere for centuries. That 
might discourage space travelers from ever 
blasting off for a vacation among the satellites. 


Other missile makers have talked of using 
any decrepit rockets for super displays of 
Fourth of July fireworks, asserting that pyro- 
technics set off 250 miles over Kansas could be 
seen from both New York and Los Angeles. 
Or the $3,000,000 shells might be used indi- 
vidually for lighthouses or strung together 
for subway liners. The old silos could be 
filled with surplus wheat and potatoes. 


As a last resort, perhaps the gleaming car- 
casses could be set up in front of court- 
houses, just as World War I cannon used to 
be, with some inscription calling attention 
to the cost of living in a world that thus far 
has not been able to outlaw war.

PRESIDENT URGES 
CIVIL WAR GROUP 


TO BAR RACE BIAS 


WASHINGTON, March 18 (AP) 
—President Kennedy has ed 
the Civil War Centennial Com- 
mission to see to it that Negro 
and white members get equal 
treatment when the commission 
meets in Charleston, $.C., next 
month, Mr. Kennedy . stepped 
into the controversy over racial 
segregation with a letter to Com- 
mission Chairman U.S. Grant III. 

The White House declined to 
release the text of the letter, 
but Pierre Salinger, White House 
press secretary, said yesterday 
that Mr. Kennedy's “general po- 


sition was that the commission 


is an official body of the Gov- 
ernment and has an obligation 
in sponsoring meetings to see to 
it that those invited are accorded 
equal treatment.” 

The controversy arose over the 
complaint of a Negro member 
of the commission's New Jersey 
unit that she had been denied 
accommodations at the. head- 
quarters hotel in Charleston. The 
commission plans to hold its 
annual meeting there April 11 
and 12. 

Grant said at his home in 
Clinton, N.Y., last night that he 
had not received Mr. Kennedy's 
letter and would have no state- 
ment until he received it and 
spoke to the members of the 
commission,
